Madame Ernestine Schumann-Heink died Novemher 17, 1936, A month later the 
painstaking producers of radio's "Cavalcade of America” were on the air with a 
dramatization of tho life-story of tho grand old lady of opera, So impressive 
was the broadcast that as the last strains of music.died.away, Schumann-Heink’s 
son, Ferdinand, who had listened attentively to the program, turned to friends 
and said quietly, "I felt as though mother was there,” 

"Mother Schumann" would have enjoyed tremendously all the to-do about her, 
She was seventy-five when she died, but so full of the zest for life that oven . 
at that age she had begun a second career, 

Born in Prague in 1861, the daughter of a major in the imperial Austrian 
army, sho sang in her first public concert at the age of fifteen, at Graz, She 
earned $6.00 for her verformance, Hor first fling at opera, in Vienna, was 4 
failure, Later, in 1878, she won 2 debut and a four-year contract at Dresden, but 
lost her job when she married Herr Heink, a secretary at the opera house, Heink 
left her, Then she got a chance to sing at Hamburg, She divorced Heoink, and 
married Paul Schumann, a first-rate actor, with whom she lived happily, She 
sang at Bayreuth before coming to America to join the Metropolitan in 1898, 

Tho years beat down her voice, and her Metropolitan appearances grew more 
and more infrequent, Concert receipts dwindled, No tempormental prima donna, she 
turned to vaudeville and recitals in movie theatres, When radio came she appeared 
on the air now and then (inevitably at Christmas), sometimes remarking wistfully: 
"Don’t vorry, people, I’m not going to sing,” 

Sho went into the movies with a now interest in life and was a hit in her 

role as the old singing-taacher in “Here’s to Romance,* starring Nino Martini, 
She liked her work, She wasn’t too proud to loarn, She wanted to be known as 
"Mother Schumann,” not 2s Madame Schumann-Hoink, the Wagnerian contralto, Sho 
wanted to start at the beginning again, "I do vot dey tell me,” shoe said,

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RAY PERKINS-- Ray Parking; 72, for many years a Denver radio wetdond fey passed 
away January 3lst. He passed away in Florida. | 

He was born in Boston, but grew up in New York City. i served in the Army 

with Irving Berlin during World War I. 

Perkins began radio work in New York in 192) and doutiinied as a network per- - 
former until he was recalled into the Army in 192. He was discharged as a 
Colonel early in 196 and located in Denver, He started the Ray Perkins Show -- 
which rapidly became Denver's most popular---on May 27, 196, over station 

KFEL and the association continued until Sept.17, 1957, by which time the sta- 
tions call letters were KIMN, He later had a show on station KHOW until he 
retired in 1959, During his Denver years, Perkins not only had both morning 
_and afternoon shows on KFEL, he also devoted much time to personal, unpaid 
performances at area hospitals and institutions, He was a talented pianist and 
composer.
